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TRAIL LINES TO BE DEFINED: 

‘JOB’ PROOFS ARE DELAYED 


WRIGHT RANKS HIGH HONOR MRS. OSGOOD 


When the city trustees started out 
to do business this morning they al¬ 
most met themselves going home from 
last night's council meeting, which was 
so late In adjourning that some of 
them could not have reached home be¬ 
fore the clock struck Friday. The ses¬ 
sion was prolonged by discussion of a 
great variety of subjects, the most 
time being taken up with the Mt. Wil¬ 
son Trail ordinance and efforts to And 
out if there Is a colored gentleman in 
the woodpile and If bo, to learn of his 
Identity. The terms of the ordinance 
were Anally agreed upon by Trustees 
Dietz, Moote and Beard, and Trustee 
Steinberger was given an additional 
two weeks to produce proof of jobbery 
in the proceedings. Trustee Johnson 
was absent by reason of illness. 

Discussion of the proposition to of- 
Acially declare the width of the Mt. 
Wilson trail within the city limits, 
which Is already a public highway, 
covered much the same ground that 
had been previously gone over. Ques¬ 
tion had been raised as to the attitude 
of Mr. Caley, across whose property 
the trail passes. He was present and 
Also presented a letter asking that If 
the trail must cross his land It be 
placed at the west corner, and also 
that $700 be awarded for land taken. 

City Attorney Montgomery repeated 
his previous declarations that to de¬ 
clare officially the width of the trail 
Is in effect to recognise a condition 
which now exists and does not actually 
tnke privately owned land as is done 
when a new highway Is opened up. He 
said the county took Bimilar action on 
that part of the trail outside the city 
limits in 1912 and tf the city had not 
been incorporated the 40-foot highway 
would now be established all the way 
to Mira Monte avenue Instead of mere¬ 
ly to the city limits. Trustee Moote 
said he did not see how the trustees 
could go back of the attorney's opin¬ 
ion in the matter and the attorney was 
accordingly given data from the en¬ 
gineers' map by which to frame the 
necessary ordinance. 

Mystery Still Prevails 

Chairman Beard then said Trustee 
Steinberger should be given an oppor¬ 
tunity to produce proof of "Jobbery" 
According to the motion adopted at the 
last meeting. Trustee Moote eaid 
Trustee Stetnberger had a right to de¬ 
clare his belief that the attorney and 
other trustees were mistaken but to 
say there was a "Job" back of their 
■lotions demanded proof. This was 
niit forthcoming and Mr. Stetnberger 
was voted another two weeks to pro¬ 
duce it. 

Additional Lights 

Five additional street lights were or¬ 
dered Installed upon recommendation 
of the street committee, reported by 
Trustee Steinberger. They will be 
placed on VictoriaJMkne between Bald¬ 
win 4 jjd Auburn, ’ la TH#hiand east of 
Mountain Trail, on n Grand View at the 
eastern end of the paving, and in the 
middle of the two long blocks at the 
south end of Baldwin. 

Central Avsnus Sidewalks 

On motion of Trustee Moote, second¬ 
ed by Trustee Diet*, the city attorney 
was instructed to start condemnation 
proceedings to acquire the sidewalk 
strip on the north side of Central ave¬ 
nue from Lima street to the Norris 
grocery store, where not already deed¬ 
ed. It was also voted that the owners 
of the building at the southeast cor¬ 
ner of Lima and Central which stands 
partially on public property, be notl- 
Aed that the street must be cleared. 

W. S. Andrews, owner of the lot and 
building at the northeast corner of 
Lima and Central, was present and ad¬ 
vised the board that he would do what¬ 


ever seemed equitable in the matter, 
but reminded the board that the three 
store buildings standing on the proper¬ 
ty under diacuBsion extended over 
what would be the front property line 
if the sidewalk strip were taken off. 
Consequently the owners of the three 
buildings would be put to some ex¬ 
pense to alter or remove the buildings. 
Trustee Moote pointed out that the 
Norris building is the only one now 
occupied or likely to be, and that the 
appearance and value of the property 
would be enhanced if the old buildings 
were removed. He said N. W. Tarr 
had indicated a willingness to renw'* 
his feed and fuel establishment from 
that district If the old store buildings 
on Central avenue were removed. The 
expense of condemnation proceedings 
for acquisition of the sidewalk strip 
did not look good to either the trustees 
or Mr. Andrews and someone suggest¬ 
ed that a fair arrangement might be 
the donation of the strip and the city 
to assume the expense of altering the 
buildings to conform to the new tine 
as a part of the necessary work of 
bringing the sidewalk to grade. Mr. 
Andrews agreed to talk with the other 
Interested property owners and report 
to the board. In the meantime the 
condemnation proceedings constitute 
the Arst tangible step toward accom¬ 
plishment of the much desired and long 
discussed result. They can be aban¬ 
doned In case an easier solution pre¬ 
sents itself. 

Ramona Avenue Opening 

Ramona avenue will be opened be¬ 
tween Sunnyside and Sierra Madre 
avenues and put in passable condi¬ 
tion, as a result of a motion made by 
Trustee Steinberger and seconded by 
Trustee Moote. The street has al¬ 
ways been city property but has been 
devoted to private orchard use. 

Naw Park Commission 

Trustee Moote who had been dele¬ 
gated as a committee of one to se¬ 
cure suitable talent for a municipal 
park commission, reported that he had 
secured the consent of Messrs. E. W. 
Camp. W. W. Felgate and Dr. L. L. 
Krebs to serve. These gentlemen were 
accordingly appointed and will have 
absolute Jurisdiction under the state 
law over all street tree planting. 

Improvements Resumed 

Ordinances of intention to improve 
Hermosa avenue south of Central and 
Adams street north of Grand View 
were adopted. These are the improve¬ 
ment projects which were started last 
summer but were abandoned because 
of Haws In the proceedings. The trus¬ 
tees have determined to begin proceed¬ 
ings early enough this year to allow 
completion of the work before the hot 
weather is over. 

Water Delinquents 

Considerable Interest attached to the 
inspection by the trustees of a list of 
water users whose bills have been al¬ 
lowed to go delinquent, some of them 
for several months. The bills amount 
to a sum which would come In quite 
handy to the city exchequer and it was 
pointed out as grossly unfair to water 
users who pay their bills regularly that 
these should be allowed to stand on 
the books. After some discussion it 
was voted that the clerk should give 
notice to all whose bills go delinquent 
this month that unless they square up 
the rule providing for shutting off wa¬ 
ter will be enforced. 

Firs Hose 

Purchase of 300 feet of standard Are 
hose was ordered. Selection of the 
best quality was left to Marshall Udell 
and Chairman Dietz of the Anance 
committee. Samples submitted Indi¬ 
cate the cost will be from S5c to 45e 
a foot for single jacketed rubber lined 
hose.

HID IS UNEXPECTED 

Mrs. Bentham Passes Away 
Soon After Loss of Her 
Husband. 

News of the passing of Mrs. Charles 
E. Bentham on Sunday came as a 
shock to her many Sierra Madre 
friends. It was known that she had 
been In very poor health for a long 
time, but when Rev. Mr. Bentham 
passed away a fortnight previously 
there had been no thought that she 
would follow so soon. 

Mrs. Bentham's remarkable char¬ 
acter left a deep impress upon all 
with whom she came In contact. Her 
fine, strong spirit and her cultured 
mind won friends and admirers every¬ 
where. During her husband's rector¬ 
ship in Ascension parish she was ac¬ 
corded an important place in the com¬ 
munity life. She was chosen the sec¬ 
ond president of the Sierra Madre Wo¬ 
man's Club, succeeding Mrs. J. A. 
Osgood. Her Inspiring address de¬ 
livered on the occasion of the laying 
of the cornerstone of the Woman’s 
Club house made a memorale impres¬ 
sion upon all who heard it. 

While residing in Sierra Madre, 
Mrs. Bentham served as head of the 
English department of Marlborough 
School for Girls in Los Angeles. When 
the Bishop's School for Girls was 
founded at La Jolla her abilities as 
an executive and as an educator re¬ 
sulted in her being chosen as head of 
that Institution, Rev. Mr. Bentham 
becoming rector of the La Jolla Parish. 
At the La Jolla School Mrs. Bentham 
had accomplished remarkable work in 
planning the organization and super¬ 
vising the equipment of the school. 

Funeral services were held on 
Thursday at St. Paul’s pro-Cathedral 
in Los Angeles and the remains were 
laid to rest beside those of her hus¬ 
band in the Hollywood cemetery. The 
services were conducted by Bishop 
Johnson, and Rev. Dr. Cornell of Sier¬ 
ra Madre assisted. Many sorrowing 
members of Ascension parish and of 
the Sierra Madre Wbman's Club were 
present.

BOARD OF TRADE TACKLES 

YEAR’S WORK WITH YIN 


Monday evening’s meeting of the 
Board of Trade was largely devoted 
to perfecting organization for pursu¬ 
ing the work of the coming year. The 
session was well attended and judg¬ 
ing by the spirit with which those 
present entered into the proceedings 
the year’s work will soon be moving 
at a rapid rate. 

President Osgood opened the ses¬ 
sion with a few remarks by way of 
thanking the members for the honor 
conferred upon him and dwelling par¬ 
ticularly on the necessity for harmony 
and development of the old time "pull 
together” spirit. 

Highway Committee 

First in order and one of the first in 
importance of the new items of busi¬ 
ness taken up was the appointment of 
a special committee to promote the 
mountain highway enterprise which 
has been outlined heretofore in the 
News. The construction of a good 
road from Sierra Madre across the 
range by way of the Big Santa' Anita, 
the West Fork, Short Cut canyon, the 
Tejunga, Pine Flats, Chllea and Little 
Rock canyon to Antelope Valley, ap¬ 
pealed Ho everyone as deserving of all 
the support that can be given it. 

J. H. Wright suggested that the com¬ 
mittee should includ an engineer, an 
attorney, and someone In a position to 
get in touch with the county super¬ 
visors. Nominations were made from 
the floor and the committee was made 
to include Messrs. Beard, Osgood, 
Wright, Andrews and Moote. 

Huntington Drive Committee 

Resumption’ of efforts to secure ex¬ 
tension of Huntington Drive from El 
Rincon to Sierra Madre was discus¬ 
sed. It was the unanimous opinion 
that the road should be secured at the 
earliest possible date. Messrs. L. 
Dietz, Newman Essick, F. M. Wilcox, 
F. J. Hart and J. N. Hawks were cho¬ 
sen as a special committee to push it. 

Annual Banquot 

Chairman Pegler of the entertain¬ 
ment committee asked for instructions 
regarding the holding of the annual 
banquet. George B. Morgridge urged 
the advisability of holding It as early 
in the year as possible for the pur¬ 
pose of stimulating interest in the 
Board of Trade work and on his mo¬ 
tion it was voted that the committee 
arrange for the banquet as soon as 
satisfactory arrangements can be 
made for the serving of the banquet 
and for speakers. 

Flower Show. 

Early organization of the 1915 spring 
flower festival committee will be ef¬ 
fected as a result of the appointment 
of the Board of Trade members to 
serve with those appointed by the 
Woman’s Club. The secretary read a 
request from the latter organization 
asking that Board of Trade members 
be named at once and Messrs. W. W. 
Felgate, J. N. Hawks and C. W. Jones 
were chosen. 

Beautification of the vacant lots op¬ 
posite the club house by the planting 
of wild flowers was urged by J. H. 
Wright, who pointed out the bad ef¬ 
fects of having unsightly, weed cover¬ 
ed land directly in view of visitors to 
the flower festival. Upon his motion 
Mr. Felgate was delegated to have the 


lots plowed and harrowed and the wild 
flower seeds sown. 

Park Commiaaion 

F. D. R, Moote announced that he 
had secured the consent of three well 
qualified men to act as members of 
the municipal park commission and 
that on Thursday evening the city 
trustees would appoint Messrs. E. W. 
Camp, W. W. Felgate and Dr. L. L. 
Krebs to the commission. All are 
students of forestry, Mr. Feigate be¬ 
ing in addition a practical gardener 
and horticulturist. The commission 
will have authority under the state law 
to proceed with some adequate street 
tree planting plan. 

Mr. Moote also reported that the 
trustees had ordered the city attorney 
to draw up a building ordinance which 
would place restrictions on the char- 
act^ of buildings to be erected in 
the city, a move which will result in 
raising the standard of construction 
and prevent the erection of shacks 
which will be an eyesore to the com¬ 
munity. The ordinance will also prob¬ 
ably include a code of plumbing and 
electric light wiring rules and for ade¬ 
quate inspection. 

Directors Feasted 

As guests of the newly elected presi¬ 
dent, the directors of the board had 
met earlier in the evening for a de¬ 
licious roast beef dinner served at 
Nora Foley’s restaurant and the men 
were enthusiastic in their praise of 
the excellence of the meal. The di¬ 
rectors then considered the appoint¬ 
ment of standing committees for the 
year, the list being made up as fol¬ 
lows:

HOPE FOR STATE AID 

State aid is desired by the promoters 
of the mountain highway across the 
Sierra Madre range by way of San Ga¬ 
briel Canyon, starting from Azusa. 
The survey has been completed by the 
highway commission under direction 
of the county supervisors. At a re¬ 
cent meeting of the Associated Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce of the San Gabriel 
Valley a resolution was adopted urg¬ 
ing the supervisors to hasten the com¬ 
pletion of the report on the survey so 
that a formal request for state aid 
in the construction of the highway may 
be placed with the legislature during 
the present session. The cities en¬ 
umerated by the resolution as mem¬ 
bers of the Associated Chambers of 
Commerce are Covina, Claremont, 
Baldwin Park. Azusa, Walnut, Lords- 
burg, ’Whittier, San Dimas, Puente, 
Monrovia, Arcadia, Glendora and El 
Monte.

Many Vsriatiaa Used For Jewelry and 
Ornamental Work. 

More than fifty varieties of the sheila 
obtainable In the Bahamas in quanti¬ 
ties sufficient for commercial use are 
of economic value, as evidenced by the 
large orders received recently from 
Kurope and the United States. Among 
these are rice shells, so tiny in size as 
to make one marvel how a sufficient 
number could be picked up to fill a 
barrel; gold shells, mud shells, cockles, 
bleeding tooth; pretty decorative sun 
shells; eardrop shells, which are ex¬ 
ported to Odessa, Russia, to be used as 
ear pendants; Panama or tent shells, 
which resemble miniature encamp¬ 
ments aud sell at $90 per barrel; black 
snails, which take a high polish; 
couehs—king, queen. Ivory, pink lip 
and troehus or Turk’s cap—locally 
termed “whelks." These areSbut a few 
of the assortment kept in stock at the 
leading warehouse at Nassau. 

The queen conch, which Is especially 
adapted for cameo carving on account 
of having a layer of brown with a 
white top, and the pink Up conch, 
which has layers of white and pink, 
are much sought for. Only the Ups 
of these two varieties are exported, 
the demand coming from New York 
and from Torre del Greco, near Naples, 
Italy. Ordinary concha sell at 1 cent; 
pink Up, whole shells, from 5 to 25 
cents, and queens at 30 cents United 
States currency at Nassau. 

The whelk or Turk’s cap, among 
other shells, is particularly valuable, 
as It has a portion resembling the best 
mother-of-pearl, from which pearl 
studs, for instance, could be made.— 


Signaling Davie* That Give* Warning 
of Ship* and Icebergs. 

Through the application of a marine 
signaling apparatus which during re 
cent tests has demonstrated material 
possibilities It is believed the dangers 
of great sea disasters will soon be 
manifestly diminished, says Popular 
Mechanics. An electric oscillator, 
which announces the presence of an¬ 
other vessel, locates Icebergs, indi 
cates sea depths and provides for the 
transmission of submarine telephone 
and telegraph messages, is an inven¬ 
tion which is now being watched 'with 
great interest by navigators. 

The device consists principally of a 
twenty-four inch metal diaphragm at 
tacbed to a cylindrical case, within 
which is an electromagnet actuating a 
copper sounder. The oscillators when 
in permanent position are placed In¬ 
side of a ship’s skin, beneath the wa 
ter line, on both the port and starboard 
sides. Vibrations of the diaphragm 
amounting to n movement of one-thou 
sandtb part of an inch and repeated 
with great rapidity throw out sound 
waves under the water, which may be 
caught by the receiving apparatus on 
nnother vessel. Siguals of this kind 
have been heard at a distance of thirty 
miles, while at shorter ranges numer 
nus telegraphic conversations have 
been cnrrled on successfully. In one 
instance the experimenters actually 
talked between two ships.

of danger. With a stop watch It is 
possible to estimate quite accurately 
the distance of these barriers, this be¬ 
ing accomplished in one Instance after 
the steam whistle on a revenue cutter 
hud failed to obtain an echo when 
within 150 yards of a berg. While the 
foghorn has been of certain assistance 
to the mariner, it has also been an In¬ 
strument which has terrified him. It 
told him that he was near danger, but 
rarely whether he was headed for it or 
running from It, because the air cur¬ 
rents made it Impossible to determine 
absolutely whether the sound was com, 
ing from one direction or from another. 

The oscillator sending its vibrations 
through the water eliminates this. By 
listening from both sides of a ship it 
Is easy to determine from what direc¬ 
tion the strongest sound Is coming, and 
it then is possible to turn immediately 
away from, for Instance, the course 
of an approaching steamer. To Illus¬ 
trate the strength of the device, as al¬ 
ready demonstrated, an oscillator hung 
over the side of a tugboat. Iu a test 
made nt the Boston lightship, received 
signals from a collier rounding (’ape 
Cod. the message being transmtttpd in 
code under the water across Massachu¬ 
setts bay.

Motor Trucks Vereu* Horses. 

The Italian war department in Its op¬ 
erations in Tripoli during the Turko- 
Ttalian war of 1911 used 120 odd motor 
trucks, mainly for provisioning Its 
armies and in transporting machine 
guns and light artillery. Operating as 
It did in a near barren country and un¬ 
able to live off the land, it Is asserted 
by officers who participated in this war 
— absolutely the first in which motor 
trucks had beeu used on any scale— 
that the speed and dciiemlablllty of the 
trucks hustened the early termination 
of the war. Each one of the three ton 
“lorries” did the work of three to eight 
mule teams. Five thousand horses, It 
Is estimated, could not have accom¬ 
plished the same work under such con¬ 
ditions.—Engineering Magazine. 


The Diesel Engine. 

The Diesel engine is coming to be 
used more and more In smaller naval 
vessels, particularly submarines. Most 
of the latest and largest of these are 
propelled by Diesel engines. Some of 
them develop us much as 2,000 horse¬ 
power. Larger craft of this type are 
said now to be under construction, In 
which Diesel engines of 5,000 horse¬ 
power will be installed. A number of 
destroyers and count defense gunboats 
have also been engined with Diesel 
motors. The engine Is In use to some 
extent In motor tank vessels acting as 
tenders to warships. How far It will 
eventually go lu displacing the steam 
engine for marine propulsion Is still a 
very uncertain question.

To Make Transparent Paper. 

Transparent paper of parchment-like 
appearance and strength, which can be 
dyed with almost all kinds of aniline 
dyes and assumes much more brilliant 
hues than ordinary colored glass, can 
be mude in the following manner: Pro¬ 
cure a white paper, made of cotton or 
linen rags, and put it in soak in a sat¬ 
urated solution of camphor in alcohol. 
When dry the paper so treated can be 
cut up into any forms suitable for 
parts of lamp shndes, etc. 


Throttling the Engine. 

In starting a car (lo not open the 
throttle too wide. Two or three turns 
with the spark off and single turn 
with spark on will give the best start. 
Spinning the motor should never be 
done with the spark ou. The object of 
"spinning" is to fill the combustion 
chambers with an explosive mixture, 
nud this can be done with safety only 
when the spark is off. After the cham¬ 
bers are filled a single pull upward 
will secure all the results of the spin¬ 
ning and eliminate danger from back 
kicking.
